J elopped tha communication with the rodio month aga. hecouse I was 
informed Uhet you have recognized the jliegal transmission from Mount Athos of 
the German BALDUR DROBNICA 


With this letter I would like te inform you sbout the German radio 
ameteur BALDUR DROBNICA, who in April’ 1991, come to Mount Athes with @ smoll 
gtnerator end e HF that he used in order to transmit from here without the 
permission cf the Holly Comaunity of Mount Athos. which is the only Authority 
responsible for everything happening in Mount Athos. 


Mount Athos is independent snd self governed and due to its Stotute. 
which 35 recognized by the Greek Constitution and the E.E.C. is, governed by 
the Holly Community. 


‘This redio omateur hos guceeeded after mony tries to enter Mount Athos 
with o Greek Friend nomed Michslis Konies. who lives in Germany but comes trom 
the same Greek village with the monks that live in 2 desolated house in the 
area of Ketounakia in Mount Athos named Donileos Brotherhood. 


These two men have taken from the Dantleos Brotherhocd thr 
“piamonitirion” (the permission paper neaded to enter Mount Athos. like a vise) 
and then the fethers there have given them hospitality. 


This rudio omateur has told the fathers there thot he needed the genorator 
ond the trenceiver in order to comaunicate with hia wife in Germeny.The Cathers 
not understanding the german languege. hove not reolised what he said in the 
radio. From the first dey he has storted the tranemissions from Mount Athos. 


When te wos asked by the Greok radio amateurs if he hed o perinission, 
from the Hally Community to trenamit from Hount Athos, he aensweiud that he vos 
with me monk Apollo. 


This first day I ves in ‘Thessoloniki. for some monastery chores. when | 
wos informed obout his tronsmigsion and ives very dispirited. 


From this moment we. hove aterted searching for him. We have called the 
Police. the Customs and the Port Police in order to search ond (and this man. 
Twy have ecarched every monsetery in Mount Athos but thay could not find him 
because he lived in 9 desoloted house. When this man heve found. out thet the 
authorities were searching for him. he sent ell his equipment out of Mount 
Athes, we dy aot know in which woy . and then he left to return to his country. 


The lielly Community with the officiel peper No FA\Z2OV\T31N\29.4. 94 informed 
us thet Unis radio emeteur never hed permission to transmit from Mount Athor. 


The Greek Ministry of Comnunicetions with the officiel peper He 677B0\ 
19.4.91 informed us thet they hove never given 6 licence to the Germen BALDUR 
DROBRICKA 1m order to tronsmit from Mount Athos. 


These official papers were trensiated and authorised by the Americen 
Embaesy in Thesssloniki and we sent to the ARRL, which concellad his 
Trasmissions ond we were then in peose. 


In the-end of October, £ found out from some friends redio amcteurs 
thot ARRL recognized hie trensmiseasions from Mount Athos becouse he send 
@ letter from the pisce in which he steyed in Mount Athos ond wen trans~ 
lated by o owner of a Greek reatsuront, if dt ia possible {i! 


I wes verry impressed when { found thet ARAL accepted thig not 
etfietel letter and did not for the second time poied ony ottention to the 
official documents from the Holly Community of Mount Athos ond from the 
Ministry of Conmunications from the Greek Goverment.After 8 long comminication 
with the Dunileos coll.J was informed thot Beldur Drobnice esked the monks to 
give him o letter that he steyed there for those days .The monks not knew ng 
his bed intensions, geve him this letter. which hes no legal strength. 


In addition . [ was informed that he soid thet he needs no licence or 
permission to tranemit from Mount Athoe because Greece ia 2 member of E.E.C. 
This is no true becouse E.E.C. knows and respect the special status of Mount 
Athos oft thin is reyognized on the 1981's agreement of E.E.C. and Greece. 

Tf thet he seid sre trye. why than . he had te qet a special vise 
called * Dismonitirion “ thet gives him the Ministry of Macedome & Thrace 
to enter Lo Mount Athos 7 


After all these, I am sure thet this man has deceived you . ond thet 
you will try to find out the truth in Radio Amateurs’ world who heve faith in 
friendship ond not in money teking from some members of the redio Amateurs.
